In the course of this present ses- 
sion; which ends June 30, hundreds 
of letters and cards will be received 
by the members of the General 
Assembly from public employees 
who will be urging Increased pen- 
sion benefits, improved working 
conditions and ether changes which 
may be the subject of legislation. 

Organized labor and associations 
of businessmen, farmers and educat- 
ors will see to it that their mem- 
bers pack the mailboxes at ' the 
State Capital with unequivocal re- 
quests to vote for — or against — par- 
ticular bills affecting their interests.

Stereotyped, printed and mimeo- 
graphed postcards and letters don't 
carry much weight, in general. 
One thoughtful, personal letter is 
worth a thousand cards demanding 
a legislator to "Vote Yes" or "Vote 
No" on a pending bill. 

Members of the legislature are 
like other people. They strive to 
do their best as representatives of 
the people.

SPRINGFIELD— The passage of 
^j-bills now awaiting action in the 
Illinois General Assembly to in- 
crease the state sales tax by one- 
half cent and to permit cities te 
levy an additional tax in the same 
amount will meet with vigorous op- 
position from a group of Represen- 
tatives who call themselves * the 
"Border Brigade." 

Rep. Ralph Stephenson, MoUne, 
who conceived the idea of organ- 
ized opposition to the new taxes said 
the brigade la composed of 20 rep- 
resentatives whose districts border 
states adjoining Illinois. So far, 
all members are Republicans, but he 
said, "after the folks hack home 
hear of the movement he thought 
some of the Democrat members of 
the House from the same border 
district would join the brigade." 

Stephenson said the passage of the 
bills would "mean a loss of millions 
of dollars to retailers In the 59 bor- 
der counties of Illinois because Illi- 
nois citizens would cross state lines 
and trade In cities on the borders 
of neighboring states to avoid pay- 
ing the tax increases." 

"This will not only mean a great 
financial loss to business men in 
border cities who have already suf- 
fered considerable loss because of 
present taxes, but will also lower 
considerably the tax take the state 
expects to get if these bills are en- 
acted into law.

Pleasure boating should soar to 
new heights of popularity in 1961, 
according to Chicago National Boat 
Show executives who have com- 
pleted a final tally on the most suc- 
cessful exposition in the show's 28 
year history. 

The 1861 show featured a grand 
total of S66 boats. Outboard run- 
abouts were the largest single class 
on display. There were 138 of 
them. 

Sailboats offered the second larg- 
est category. There were 82 on dis- 
play. Outboard convertibles were 
third with 71 on exhibit,' followed 
by outboard cruisers with 54; out- 
board utilities numbered 53. 

The remainder of the show fleet 
was made up of 43 Inboard cruiser?, 
23 canoes, 17 inboard runabouts, 13 
pontoon boats, 11 houseboats, 11 in- 
board convertibles, 10 outboard 
specialty boats, nine - inboard-out- 
board runabouts, nine kayaks, nine 
outboard hardtops, seven inboard- 
outboard convertibles, six inboard- 
outboard cruisers and two inboaid 
hardtops. . 

Wood still appeared to be a prom- 
inent boat building material despite 
the <?*wnplete dominance of fiber- 
glass. )A total of 284 boats In the 
show were made of fiberglass, 183 
were of wood, 89 craft were of 
aluminum, nine of steel and 21 were 
of other kinds of material.

Boathig la the nation's number 
one sport Ask any boat owner or 
marina manager. He'll tell you. 

Last year a total of 40 million 
persons took - part in recreational 
boating. 

During the same time more than 
2.5 billion dollars was spent at the 
retail level for boating equipment 
and services. 

In I960 there were some 8,025,000 
recreational craft in use in the 
United States. 

Of this number, 4,140,000 were 
outboard boats — boats with tran- 
soms designed to accommodate out- 
board motors; 516,000 were sailboats 
without inboard power; and 842,000 
were inboard motorboata, A total 
of 2,527,000 were miscellaneous 
craft — canoes, rowboata — which 
sometimes use outboard power. 

Last year there were 6,050,000 
outboard motors in use; including 
an estimated 510,000 new units sold. 

Although a large majority of the 
smaller boats built last year were of 
fiberglass construction wood was 
running a close second as a con- 
struction material. Aluminum, too, 
came into its own during the past 
year. 

Ail this serves to point out the 
fact that more and more people arc 
taking to the water for some type 
of water sport or recreation. Above 
all, it is a family pastime which 
can be easily shared by everyone, 
whether they be youngsters or old- 
sters. ' Water seems to fascinate 
more and more people each summer.

At the present time the club and 
its members are circulating a peti- 
tion protesting the Dingle-John- 
son, Pittman-Robertson Act which 
would take all tax from sporting 
goods and place it in a general fund 
for use by the state Instead of being

The large trees Include white and 
"green ash, -basswood, ginkgo, thorn- 
less honey-locust, hackberry, horse- 
chestnut, tulip tree and : fl»e oaks 
and maples. The small trees listed 
are: columnar, Norway maple,. little 
leaf linden, ginnala I maple, nodesto 
ash and American hophornbeam. 

..Conifers are not recommended for 
planting , along the street, Smith 
said. They make good shade treea 
in backyards where space is avail- 
able. , Most of the conifers '.become 
very large trees. Those included 
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on [the list are: white; cedar, >Euro-' 
pean! larch. (Norway and I'whlto: 
sprUc^' Black SHiltoliipiuceiBColoy 
rado blue spruce, ■ Serbian ipruce p 
Norway pine, and Douglas II
